While the "Soldiers" welcomed Hitler and nis movement -— although not 


without reservation -— , a movement, soon arose auong the old General Staff 


Officsrs the importance of wäich nad not been recognised before. The 
Gensrals of 1933 were the young veneral Staff Officers of 1918. It is quite 
understandeble, that these officers attempted to re-establis.ı tne "Great 
Gensral Staff" of tne old Army, The Great $enerel S,eff was the absolut 
ruler of the Army, the General Staff Officers were looked on as the pick 
of the best officers of the army, they ennstituted an enclosed corps of 

ed officers, qualified for leeders.iip, with a pronounced "Zspri 
de Corps". This "Great General Steff' was really an organization of the 
greatest impnrtance and had a deeisive influence on all Foreign Political 
alfairs waich might possibly have tn be settled by means of wilitery force, 
and taerefore also on tie preparetion as well as tae plauning of arued 
conflicts. 

Such an institution was incompatibls with tas nstionsl-socialist 
ideology; two claims for leadersaip met on the same, very important ground, 
There could not be any doubt that HITLER, even before ae had taken over the 
immediate supreme command of tae armed Forces, had already tnougat of taking 
supreme coümend over tae entire Armed Forces in the case of war, It was 
in accordence with the principle of the autnoritetive Lesdersaip State, 
that tie need of the State saould direct, that means command, the State 
Policy in the most important - aven in all - bronches. This principle 
penetrated all spheres and neture\ly formed a perticularly favoureble ferm 
of application in the militsry field. According to the national socialist

forward and voiced his npposition er protest, even though the majority
